'It woold indeed bo ex-travagsiiit to assert that tbe imagination of the creaCuri 
itself the work of God, can invent a higher point of goodness, of justice, of hoUnesi 
than the Creator Himself possesses : that the Eternal Mind, from whom our notion 
of good and right are deriTcd, is not Himself directed by the mlea which thes 
notions imply,' — that the Sceptre of His Kingdom is not a Kight Sceptre, of Self a 
well as Universal ttovemment.

'As theae witncMea cling to their ancient and distinctive Banner, so from no 
consideration do they leave their morall]' consecrated gronnd. . . . What is 
called common gronnd btu hitherto rained Britain's liberty'— tly common groood 
of our, in lo far, glorious cou8tltntiOD,.not excepted ; where ' the antagonist power, 
entrenched within the forms of human law,' still hath a seat. 

'In ScoTi.Ai(i> we know the epirit of Prelacy better'— in its 'Moderate,' as well 
as 'Absolute Supremacy' assmnption. The severeal ' wrongs and persecutioos which 
the Chorch and people of God in Scotland endured in by-gone days, were inflicted 
by Protetlanla.' ' The Protestant Churches will have a dreadful power to contend 
witb if the English Hierarchy become essentially a member of die Psttacy.'
